ROUTE OF THE TORN ADO, 


Great Wonder That There Was Not More 
Loss of Life. 

Lovisvititz, Ky., March 29.—[Special.]— 
The accounts of the route taken through the 
city by the fuonel-shaped destroyer have 
been confusing and inaccurate, and naturally 
so, for it was as zigzagged and jagged us a 
streak of forked lightning. In order to ob- 
tain an idea of the situation it must be re- 
membered first that the streets ‘at right 
angles to the river are numbered from east 
to west—First, Second, Third, and so on. 
The cycione first descended upon the beauti- 
ful ijittie suburb of Parkiand, southwest 
of the gity, destroying many private 
residences. The loss of life * vas 
inconsiderable at this initial point, however. 
Rushing onward to the northwest it lifted for 
@ moment above the tree and housetops and 
descended again a mile further on at Maple 
and Eighteenth streets. From this on its 
pathway is clearly marked. At no time did 
the base of the funnel touch the ground and 
100 feet higher in whe air it would have passed 
by without doing comparatively much dam- 


age. 

The ruins as they are now often show the 
first and even second and third stories of 
buildings ivtact, with the roofs and 
higher stories swept away except in 
places where the debris from the 
upper floors crushed in the lower and brought 
the wails dowa to the ground in total col- 
lapse. From Maple and Eighteenth streets 
it went northward one biock, then west at an 
angie another block, and then curving to the 
northeast as tar as Magazine and Thirteenth 
streets. A quick.change to the north is per- 
ceptible here, and aiter traveling in that 
direction two blocks another turn to the 
west. An acute angle was theo 
made, the line turning from Fif- 
teenth street northeast to Thirteenth street 
again, thence due east to Tenth street and 
north a biock to Market street. At Thirteenth 
and Jefferson streets it swept through Baxter 
Park, doing great damage, and a block east- 
ward destroyed St. Jonu’s Episcopal Church, 
yn the rectory of which the Rev. B. E. Barn- 
well and his little son were crushed and 
burned to death, the rest of the family escap- 


St John’s Church is in the street immedi- 
ately in the rear of tne ill-fated Falis City 
Hall. The eccentric monster went on east- 
ward past we Falls City Hall without 
touching it, and then as if suddenly 
recoliecting it swept around the biock 
anc started westward on the south side of 
Market street. Haa tne change of direction 
been made a trifie sooner or later Falis City 
Hall would have escaped, and the dead been 
numbered within thirty or forty at tne most.

fhe cyclone reached Main street at. Twelfth 
and then shaped its course directiy east down 
tne middle of the broad street, sweeping 
away the solid stores and warehouses on 
both sides. From Twelfth to Seventh streets 
on Main it 1s a wholesaling district and it 
was practically untenanted at that hour. 
Had the storm come in the day time and 
taken the same direction hundreds who 
were at their houses and escaped unhurt 
would have been killed. 

At Seventh street and Main the buildings 
change in their character. The big 
Louisville Hotel is on Main between 
Sixth and Severth, and east of the hotel are 
restaurants, saioons, and other hotels which 
contained thousands of people at that hour. 
The cyclone chased down Main street, carry- 
ing everything before it, passing Eieventh 
street, Tenth, Ninth, Eighth, and Seventh. 
A block further and the Louisville . Hotel, 
with its bundreds of tenants, would have 
been reached. The escape of the hotel is the 
strangest incident of all. Adjoining it on the 
west, from whence the cyclone came, was a 
three-story building used asa saloon on the 
first floor and occupied in the up- 
per stories as sleeping apartments for 
the hotel servants. This three-story build- 
ing, right under the east wall of the hotel, 
Was total)y demolished and pot a timber left 
a dozen feet higher than the ground. Its in- 
mates were killed. The great hotel shook 
from roofi,to cellar with the force of the 
shock, but it was spared. 

The cyclone veered at the sharpest kind of 
an angie tothe north again, crossed Main 
street, and struck for the river, taking in the 
Union Depot on the way. Strange to say, al- 
though the depot was totally demolished, 
Oniy one person was killed there, At the 
point where the cyclone crossed the river, 
between New Albany and Jeffersonville, it 
is supposed several small river crafts were 
sunk. 

IN JEFFERSONVILLE, IND. 

Reaching the opposite bank of the river 
the cyclone turned to the east again and took 
off a bite from Jeffersonville, lt went along 
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MAIN STREET, BETWEEN EIGHTH AND NINTH. 


Front street for a few blocks, damaging 
buudings but causing no loss of life. Then 
it took to the river and struck the Kentucky 
shore about four miles east of where it left it 
and outside of the City of Louisville. At this 
exact spot is located the Louisville pumping 
works, which supplies the whole city with 
water. 

The pumping works were destroyed and 
the city is now threatened with a water 
famine in consequence. Tne next heard of 
the peculiar course taken by the cyclone is 
from Eminence, Ky., about forty miles east 
of Louisville, which was badly damaged by 
the storm. The intervening country may 
have suffered somewhat, but no other towns 
were visited, and from Eminence the de- 
strover probably took a final leave of the 
earth’s surface and passed on to the Atlantic 


Coast at a bigher and less dangerous altitude.

itis strange that the loss of life was not 
greater. ‘The hotels escaped, tne principal 
residence districts escaped, the public buila- 
ings, convents, blind asylum, and other in- 
stitutions escaped. But for the Falis City 


Hail borror it would be wonderful for the 


smaliness of the death list. 

The Cities of New Albany and Jeffersonville 
on the Indiana side of the river and Louisville 
on the Kentucky side form a triangle. New 
Albany escaped withoutascratch. Jefferson- 
ville’s damage is computed by a few thou- 
sands of dollars instead of by scores of lives. 
Many strange freaks of the storm are re- 
corded, and the man who has nota story to 
tell is hard to-find. Strong buildings were 
swept away in places and beside the ruins 
frail smoke-stacks are still standing. 

Next door to St. John’s rectgery, where the 
Rev. Mr. Barnwell and his son were killed, 
twelve young people were playing euchre. 
The house was brought down upon their 
heads at the same time the rectory fell. The 
minister and his son were killed. Not one 
of the card-players was seriously injured. 
The bartender who was killed in the saloon 
next to the Louisville Hotel had just come 
from the barber-shop of the hotel and re- 
turned to Lis work in time to be killed. When 
the cyclone came che barber who shaved 
bim was still lathering the next man, who 
nearly got histhroat cut in the sudden ex- 
citement. 

A Mrs. Speth, living on Madison street 
below Fourteenth, had three truaks filled 
with valuable relics and letters from relatives 
in France. The trunks were blown away, 
and the most diligent search has failed to 
find them. Hanging to the top of one of the 
few remaining trees in Baxter park, stream- 
ing in the wind, is a piece of black cloth 
about fitteen feet long, a fit embiem of the 
desolate scene over which it floats. 

POWER OF THE WIND. 

The force of tne cycione is shown ina de- 
gree by the fact thata heavy hoisting ma- 
chine made of solid’ iron and heavy timbers 
was lifted from its fastenings in Blatz & 
Krebs’ stoneyard and carried away. Great 
sheets of twisted tin roofing were hanging 
from telegraph wires, trees, and wails this 
morning, and in many instances came near 
failing on pedestrians. A sheet of tin about 
a yard square came from the roof of a house 
in Parkland this morning and cut the brim 
of a littie boy’s hat off and stuck into the 
ground a foot deep. 

One of the saddest deaths resulting from 
the cyclone was tnat of Alexander R. Mc- 
Kee of Danville. Mr. McKee was so disfig- 
ured as to be scarcely recognizable, and his 
remains were shipped to Danville this 
morn.ng. Mrs. McKee is very much pros- 
trated, and doubtiess the shock will hasten 
her own death. The reported death of C. H. 
Hathaway, a Chicago drammer, in front of 
Virgil Wright's place, is reported untrue. 
There was a drummer killed in tront of 
Wright's, but his name is unkoown. The 
following ansouncement appears in the 
Louisvilie afternoon papers:

PLUNDERERS TO BE SHOT. 

Strict orders had been issued for the arrest 
of all suspicious characters, with instructions 
to shoot down the thieves if they altempted 
to escape. While Sergt. Burke of the Signal 
Service was going down Majo street Thurs- 
duy ught immediately after the tornado, he 
came across two men who were at work under 
an upturned street-car. Thinking they were 
trying to rescue the driver or some 
passenger Mr. Burke rushed over 
to offer his assistance when he found that 
the fellows were hunting for the contents of 
the driver’s change-box. Mr. Burke threat- 
ened to have the fellows arrested, where- 
upon they disappeared.

The building, a handsome brick, 
swayed and rocked likeacradie and the 
west wali began to bulge inwardly under the 
terrific pressure of the wind. The roof blew 
off with a loud report. The women screamed 
and the men stood aghast. Miss Caroline 
Buehi fainted, but. Mr. Gersman ‘remained 
cool and led his flock safely tovhe pursonage, 
where all remained until danger was over. 
The church is damaged $500 and no services 
will be held tomorrow. 

Michael Deutsch, living at No. 1025 Green 
street, had a narrow escape. He is bed-rid- 
den, and the tornado demolished the room he 
wasin. The rafters feli in such a way as to 
form a V above him and he was untouched. 
His son, George Deutsch, who has charge of 
the cigar store in the Galt House rotunda, 
and his wife and baby were sitting in the 
room of Burt Hummlei, a jrelative who was 
ill in bed. This apartment was untouched, 
but the room of Mr. Deutsch and his wife, 
tn which they usually were at the hour, was 
entirely destroyed. Ali three would undoubt- 
edly nave been kilied had they not been en- 
gaged in attending on their sick relative. 

Judge W. B. Hoke had a providential es- 
cape also, in which a sick relative was the 
cause. The Judge was to have delivered an 
address Thursday night at the lodge meeting 
at Falis City Hall. After supper he put on 
his hat and coat and was about to go out 
when a grandchild was taken suddenly ill 
with membraneous crop. The Judge went 
for a doctor, and when he returned the child 
was so dangerously ill that his wife would 
not permit him to go to the lodge. The chiid 
is out of danger now, and the Judge is re- 
flecting upon the mysterious ways of Provi- 
dence. 

The Louisville Legion Band is completely 
broken up by the disaster. Five of the mem- 
bers were killed, including the director, and 
ailof the members were more or less in- 
jured. The band had been practicing at the 
armory for a concert that was to have been 
given next week for the benefit of the 
legion. The nightof the disaster the band 
adjourned from the armory to the Falls City 
Hall to practice some special selections for 
the concert. They had hardly begun their 
practice when the building collapsed, kiiling 
five of the men outright and badly injuring 
all of them. 

On the farmof Mr. Thomas L. Barrett, 
President of the Bank of Kentucky, about 
three and a half miles out of town there is 
the most visible work of the cyclone. The 
barns and dwellings on the farm were scat- 
tered, while the fences and stacks of hay and 
straw were strewn for miles around. 

One of the strange freaks of the storm was 
the death of a small male child, aged about 
8 months, the infant child of Mr. James 
Crowley, the manager of Mr. Barrett’s farm, 
which, when the storm came up, was being 
carefully cared for and suppo to be safely 
in the arms of its nurse and which in this 
position was blown from the nurse’s protec- 
tion and lifted up in the air and lanaed some 
distance away from where the nurse was 
found. When the infant was discovered it 
was dead, while the nurse was uninjured. 
Mr. Crowley with his wife and six otner 
children, who were all out of doors at the 
time of the storm, were uninjured. 


SUME REMARK SL& ESCAPES, 


William App Tells His Story of the De- 
straction of the Dancing Hall.

The Falls City Hall, where the ereatest 
loss of life took place, attracted an immense 
crowd. The big force of men employed in 
clearing away the wreck had succeeded in 
reaching the ground floor and only one more 
body had been recovered. No trace was 
found during the afternoon of the many 
children said to have been in the dance-hall 
when the building collapsed. ‘I'he portion of 
the wreck where these bodies were said to 
have been buried was what the workmen 
labored on ali day. When night set in the 
overseers said the dance-hall portion of the 
débris nad been thoroughly searched. 

That anybody escaped from the wreck is 
marvelous, but a good many did. Among 
taose who were so fortunate afe the App 
family, who live on Walnut street. Miss 
Rosa App was teaching the dancing class on 
the second floor of the Falls City Hall when 
the building fell. Her father, Herman App, 
her brother, William H. App, ana her sister, 
Elia, were also in the room at the time. Miss 
Rosa App was too.much hurt to be-seen, 
but no bones are broken and she will 
soon be out. Her brother William 
was in bed when he told his experience. “I 
was dancing with Miss Yaeger,” said 
he, “ when a flash of lightning, followea bya 
crash, made me think that the lightning had 
struck some part of the rear ef the building. 
The next moment the big doors in front few 
open. I continued dancing and cried to some 
of the boys to close the doors. They did so, 
and were bolting them, when they were 
again forced open with such force 
as to knock down everybody around 
tnem, Then the window-sashes were blown 
in, and the building commenved rocking. I 
saw that it was about to fall. I ran to the 
dressing-room, and I think most of the girls 
followed me. I got under a table, and heid 
fast to the legs thinking that I might be 
saved in that way. ‘then the walis began 
crumbling, the lights went out, and the floor 
descended hke an elevator. The crash 
stunned me for a moment, but finally a flash 
of ligotning showed mea holein the débris 
through which I[ might have crawled 
had not my legs been pinioned 
between some timbers. There were 
people all about me, and they were crying 
for help, but there was no one toaidus. I 


tugged and strainea, and that is what is 


principally the matter with me now, but I 
could not get loose. Finally I heard my 
father’s voice and answered him. It took 
him three-quarters of an hour to extricate 
me, and then we both crawled out. If there 
had been heip at once we might have saved 
others, as [ knew about where they all were, 
but there was no one about except some who 
had escaped, and they were all more or less 
burt.” 

Mies Rosa App was imprisoned under the 
big dome of the dancing hail, which saved 
her life, and it was several hours before she 
was rescued. Her father was only slightly 
bruised. Whiliam App says he thinks there 
were about twenty-eight persons in the room. 
The night classes were for adults, and on 
this occasion there were but three or four 
children present. Moses Lazarus, who was 
with Ella App, was taken out dead at 3 
o’clock this morning. 

The Knights and Ladies of Honor were 
meeting on the top floor of the building and 
went down in the crash. Mrs. Holscher, 
who was inthe room at the time, said: “I 
went to attend the lodge meeting and 
when all were present the calamity came. 
There must have been about seventy-five 
people in the rnom at the time the tornado 
struck it. Noneof them were avle to get 
out before the building fellin. The first in- 
timation we had of what was coming was

The wind howled 
and I beard a fearful roaring noise. The 
peopie bocame frightened and hurriedly 
gathered their wraps to get out of the build- 
ing. Just at this moment I saw a round hole 
biown through the wali immediately above one 
of the windows, The gas went out and then 
I saw another large round hole appear in the 
roof. Through tbis I saw the lightning play- 
ing with an awful grandeur. This natural 
hght was all that relieved the gioum and 
darkness.. I heard Mr. Funk, who was one 
of the trustees of the lodge, cail out to all the 
people to go out quietly and ina body. Then 
I knew no more untul I became conscious 
and found that I was partially imbedded in 
bricks and timbers. I extricated myseif, 
and by the flashes of lightning made my way 
over the terrible mass of débris and dead 
bodies toward the fro.:t,’’ 


GREAT LOSS IN JUFFERSONVILLE, 


Leas Than Two Heandred Houses 
Wrecked or Badiy Oamaced. 

LovIsvILLE, Ky., March 29.—Jeffersonville, 
while not officially seeking assistance, cun 
find many places where aid will be of the 
utmost importance, as many are rendered 
homeless and penniless. Some are thrown 
from comfort to poverty. Among these is 
the Rev. T. 8S. Bosley, who losesall. There 
are many others like him. But the people 
are not discouraged. hey have gone to 
work, and tinners and masons are at work 
on numerous housetops. At the houses the 
owners have gangs of men at work clearing 
up and someof them repairing the buildings. 
The Strause House is already being rebuilt. 

The damage in houses, faxkiauell etc., will 
be large. More damages developed today, 
all of a serious kind. Many of the buildings 
standing will bave to be torn down and re- 
built. Not less than 200 houses were wrecked 
or damaged. 

Indianapolis has offered generous help, and 
yesterday atlla. m. had arelief train with 
surgeons, ambulances, etc., ready to leave 
there for this point, when a message was 
sent by Mayor Warder that it was not need- 
ed. At the Board of Trade meeting last 
evening steps to raise relief subscriptions 
were taken. The Secretary of War has or- 
dered that 400 tarpaulins be loaned to citi- 
zens to protect their roofless houses. 

The cloud accompanying the cyclone was 
observed along almost its entire course by 
Dr. Lyon who resides at the Falls.

NARROW ESCAPE FROM DEATH. 


Thrilling Story of Mr. Rathbone’s Exper- 
lence in the Wrecked Depot. 
Lovisvituxz, Ky., March 29.—[Special.)|— 
Mr. James E. Rathbone of the Louisville 
Southern railroad bad @ thrilling and hair- 
breadth escape with his life. He was one of 
those who were buried beneath the Union 
Depot and he owes bis escape, almost wi bout 
@ scratch, to his great physical strength and 
his presence of mind. Mr. Rathbone bada 
building lie on top of him for more than half 
an hour and escaped to teli the taie. The 
story is best described in his own words as 
he erelated it this morning to a reporter who 
asked him concerning his experience. 
‘*] was at the Union depot,” he said, “‘when 
the storm came. Quite a crowd of people 
. } 


. Ira R. Hicks of this city, 


were nt waiting for trains. Mr. Wood- 
ard of the Monon railroad was near me, and 
I had been talkmg to him. The wind was 
blowing strong, and seemed to increase in 
power. We heard a duil moaning in the 
distance, and the glass in the windows ot the 
depot was scattered, although the first puff 
was merely the advance guard of the tor- 
nado. The people became alarmed. One 
man started to rush into the ticket office, but 
the ticket-seller pushed him back. Mr. 
Woodard ana I also started for the ticket 
office. Just at this moment the cyclone, like 
aciap of thunder, struck the depot. 

“The building gave way and tumbled in 
vpon us. I was just at the door of the ticket 
office when it went down. I fell and a man 
standing near me fell across me. A heavy 
girder fellupon top of him. Mr. Woodard 
was only a few feet away. I never tost con- 
sciousness. I spoke to Mr. Woodard and 
he replied. We both thought we could get 
out alive if the depot did not catch fire. I 
knew that there had been fire stoves with 
fire burning 1n them in the depot before the 
tornadd struck it, and l expected the flames 
to break out at every moment. 

“I spoke to the man who was lying across 
me and tuvla bim that he must manage to 
squeeze from under the girder. I thought 
that if he was off me I could manage to get 
out. After many desperate efforts he man- 
aged to get from under the girder, but in 
doing so his bowels were torn so terribiy 
that the doctors do not think he can recover. 
He was brought to the Louisville Hotel 
where he is now lying attended by his moth- 
er. He was a brakeman who had come here 
to be a witness in ine some case. I do not 
remember his name, but that has already 
been printed. 

“After the brakeman got off me [ was 
able to use my strength. Then I got out and 
so did Mr. Woodard. I was under the 
wreck just thirtv-five minutes. I am slightly 
bruised in the arm and leg, but that amounts 
to nothing.”

What the Weather Will Be Next Month 
According to Prominent Prephets. 

Sz. Lours, Mo., March 29.—The Hey. Dr. 
who has achieved 
much more than a local reputation as a 
weather prophet ana who predicted the late 
storm with wonderful accuracy, now gives a 
forecast for April, which includes numerous 
marked changes in temperature and three 
distinct storm periods. He-says the month 
will open with a summer temperature, and 
vernal storms will occur the lst and 2d, espe- 
cially the 2d. The 6th, 7th, 8th, and 9th are 
designated as danger days, when there wiil 
be heavy storms of lightning, wind, aid hail, 
with snow in northern sections. About the 
13th it will be cold, with muca frost. Active 
and violent storms will again occur the 
19th, 20th, and 2ist moving from the 
west to the east. From this on there 
will be the usual April showers and the 
month will go out with a high thermome- 
ter. The dates of the greatest earthquake 
probabilities are given as the 5th, 19th, 20th, 
and 2ist. 

Professor George Root of Canton, Mo., 
another successful weather prognosticator, 
predicts a tornado period from the 20th to 
the 25th of April, and says it will be the 
worst storm period of the year. He says this 
has not been predicted by any other meteorol- 
ogist, and asks that phenomena occurring be- 
tween the dates named be speciaily noted by 
weather observers and reported tohim.

Tne flow is east of the Huntington branch 
of the Louisville. New Orleans and Texas 
railway until Leland is reached, crossing the 
riverside division of that road four miles 
south of the break. At Leland it will cross 
the main line, and unless it overflows the 
west bank it will slow down Deer Creek to 
the east of ine main line, spreading out to- 
ward the Bogne Phalia, overflowing some of 
the finest cotton plantations in the deltu of 
the famous creek country for about fifty 
miles along the valley road.

It cannot be expected, however, 
that this degree of purity will be maintained 
every day. Heavy rains or melting snows 
will sometimes interfere with the efficiency 
of the pumps, ana rains and the drainage of 
ao extensive territory between the city anil 
Lockport will partly fill up the canal so that 
it will be unable tostake anything like 80,000 
cubic feet a minute from the river. There 
will also be periods when the pumps will be 
comparatively idle, and the river will begin 
to get dirty again. But they will be of 
brier duration, and the river will soon be in 
good order again. To secure the best possi- 
bie results the Mayor should impress on the 
Canal Commissioners the necessity of having 
the canal outlet kept unobstructed. There 
‘should ve no gates to check the flow. -Tfany 
agreements have been made in the past 
which interfere with this they should be 
done away withon the ground vf sanitary 
necessity. Itis the duty of the Commission- 
ers to keep an unobstructed flow in the canal. 


.lf they will do that Chicagoans can rest in 


ease till, in the course of years, the drainage 
channel has been cut and the diluted sewage 
has found another and better outlet.

Every word of this is true, And in saying 
it Gen. Biack has touched the sore spot in 
Chicago politics. For, alttiough ‘town officers 
assess the property of .citizens and collect in 
part their taxes, end althongh the Aidermen 
fix the amount of these taxes, and appropri- 
ate them; though the Aldermen haye todo 
with those matters which are of the greatest 
immediate impcrtance to the citizen, looking 
atter his streets and sewers, and drinking- 
water, the protection of his person from vio- 
lence, and of bis property from fire and rob- 
bers, yet the registry books show that the 
number of voters is the smallest when these 
important officers are to be chosen. 

The resuite of primaries and conventions 
also show that the Democrats this spring, 
with but few exceptions, have selected for 
these town and Aldermanic offices in the 
wards they control persons who are unfit to 
fill them—toughs, “‘strikers,” ‘“ touchers,”’ 
blackwnailers, sellers of franchises, and rum- 


nominees are not as numerous as the Demo- 
cratic ones, but some of them are a disgrace 


necessary for the party in which they act to 
disown them. 

Gen. Black has not lived long in this city. 
Had he been more familiar with the ways of 
the local Democracy he would have urged 
the selection of good men for ward and 
town offices, but‘ he would not have gone on 
to say in his letter, “such men I understand 
the Democracy of the wards and divisions 
have selected.” He would have said: ' “ You 
have nominated a few fair men, qfhostly in 
Republican wards where you don’t expect 
to elect, but the great majority of your nomi- 
nees have. disreputable records and should 
-be . removed .from your. ticket or 
beaten at the polls.” ‘ne advice would not 
have been taken, but this protest of a‘ promi- 
nent Democrat against the bad nominees of 
his party might have caused the respectable 
Democrats to bolt them. 

' Gén. Black has not noticed the peculiar tac- 

ticts of the Democratic “workers” of the 
Chicago wards. Where their majority is such 
that they feel sure of victory they take fora 
candidate some disreputable graduate from 
the saloons and siums of ‘- practical! politics.” 
The “workers” prefer to take a man who 
has already served in the Council, and has 
proved that he knows how to “tauch”’. cor- 
porauons and take care of “the boys.’’ 
Where the ward-workers tre sure to win 
they have chosen those wno.are members of 
the Tammany gang which 1s being estab- 
lished in Chicago, and which it is hoped in 
the course of a short time will prove itself 
not unworthy of its rascally New York 
model. 

But in Republican wards, or those where 
the Democratic “workers” are: doubtful 
about winning, they change their tactics and 
put up good men, sometimes as a biuff, some- 
times to catch the yotes of independents. 
But they seem to have no use tor good men 
where they have things In their own hands. 
With the Republicans it is different as a rule. 
While they have made some nominations 
which are not creditable, these are not gen- 
erally to be looked for in the wards where 
‘they are strong, but in those where they are 
weak. They have usually shown wisdom 
where they are in the majority, but in some 
cases they have set up bad Republicans to be 
defeated by bad Democrats. On the whole, 
however, they have shown that they are less 
controlled by machine ward-workers than 
their opponents, and that they are more 
ready to support an honest against a dis- 
honest Democrat than the Democrats are a 
worthy Republican against a corrupt Demo- 
crat. 

Gen. Black’s theories are correct, If the 
units of the political organization—wards 
and towns—are corrupt, sooner or later the 
structure of which those utits are the base 
will crumbie into ruins. It remains to be 
‘seen how far he will live up to his ideas 
after he has spent some months in this city 
and watched the manners and customs of its 
“* ward-working”’ Democracy, If he joins 
the junior Tammany it will be safe to con- 
clude that his declarations about local gov- 
ernmentare but glittering generaliwes for 
piatform use. If he sharpens his knife and 
**goes”’ for bad Democratic nominations as 
energetically as heonce did for the Rebels 
bo one will be able to question his sincerity.

THE CITY’S DRINKING WATER TO BE KEPT 
PURE. 


The Aldermen did Friday evening what it 
was. hoped théy weuld do when they came to 
realize the serious condition of affairs which 
threatened the city, and. under the leader- 
ship of Ald. Dixon made an appropriation of 
$150,000 forthe purpose “of increasing the 
pumping facilities.at ,Bridgeport. lt is esti- 
mated that $100,000 of this amount will buy 
and house the machinery necessary to raise 
the dilution from 40,000 to 80,000 cubic feet a 
minute, while the remaining $60,000 will 
cover the cost of coal and the wages of en- 
gineers, ec. The land will cost nothing, as 
the Canal Commissioners will give a site. 
The Mayor stated that a survey had been 
made of the canal and that it had been found 
it could take the jarger quantity of water 
without the least difficulty. No bridges 
would have to be raised and there were no 
such collections of sediment as to lessen se- 
riously the capacity of the canal. 

The money for this most important par- 
pose was secured by cutting down the appro- 
priation for the paving ot street intersections 
from $200,0000 to $100,000 and by cutting off 
$50,000 from the appropriation for extending 
the electric lighting system. The latter cap 
wait awhile.. The immediate substitution of 
electricity for gas, and the securing thereby 
of improved street-lighting, is not of as vital 
consequence as keeping the drinkmmg water 
pure. A postponen.ent for one or two years 
in some one section of the city will work no 
particular harm. Pure wate? isa necessity 
for all, and should be secured at the earliest 

‘possible moment; As fqr the dimiinished 
sum allowed for the city’s share of the cost 
of street-paving it may be made to go as far 
as or farther than the larger sum by adopt- 


ening decidedly the amount charged to the | 
city as benefits. It may be necessary to do 
this, for the Council is now required by ¢@ 
recent law to pass all ordinances for street

THE MODEL CITY, 

It is perhaps unfortunate that the work of 
building upa great city is prosecuted with- 
out an adequate comprehension of, end 
therefore without due provision for, the 
needs of the future. The men who build do 
their best to avail themselves of present ex- 
isting conditions in such a way as to secure 
a@ speedy profit on the investment, and the 


seeing that each acts with reference to the 
public good are incapable of guessing at 


after them. Tne latterdo not know how 
much the city will grow, and if wmey did 
might weil hesitate at committing their con- 
stituents to a big expense for improve- 
ments that would only be enjoyed 
by posterity. Then the, developments 
of inventive genius are continually 
bringing forward new features pnthought of 
before, which are adopted as desirable, 
though the change involyes the tearing up 
and pulling down of much that seemed to be 
the best when the work was first done. Thus 
we have had successively introduced in and 
under the streets of this city arrangements 
for the supply of .water, the taking away of 
sewage, ahd. the gas, telegraph, telephone, 
and electric-lighting service. Each of these 
was provided for in turn with little reference 
to what might come after it,and not more 
than necessary to what had preceded. The 
consequence has been a repeated tearing up 
of street pavements, interruptions to traffic 
and travel above the -surface, and a confus- 
ing network,ef drains and pipes below it, 
much of which might have been avoided had 
it been possibie to foresee and deemed ad- 
visable to provide for tne requirements of a 
few years ahead. A similar tangle has grad- 
ually formed in the railroad system, The 
linés were brought into the city on the street 
level, and the’.tfouples arising from such a 
slipshod plan have. been groWing ever since, 
in spite of efforts to meet them by the con- 
struction of viaducts. The victimsof siow 
subtrban travel are the latest sufferers from 
the carrying out of a resolye by railroad men 
to “ fix thing 

Probably few will de inclined to dispute 
the statement thal a competent man, in- 
structed to design the building of a model 
city today, would include in his plan the fol- 
lowing among ether features: The streets 
to be graded sufficiently high to give a good 
depth for the sewers and allow fall enough 
for rapid flow.. The pipes for water and gas 
and the wires for electric and telephone 
service to be placed in a culvert under the 
street, with an opening two-or three feet 
wide that could be easily uncovered with- 
out disturbing the pavement on either siae. 
And the locating of all railroad tracks above 
the surface. These arrangements would at 
once provide for the least possible interrup- 
tion to the movement of the average citizen 
and to his full‘ enjoyment pf the fresh air 
and sunlighs which are 86 necéssary to per- 


and womet yen ought to be inalienable, 
but are sadly interfered with under present 
arbitrary systems. The streets would be 
left for the public at large, and any needless 
interference with its right to move upon them 
would be under penalty of a fine. 

It is not likely that. humanity will soon, if 
ever, realize the enjoyment of these ideal 
conditions. Practically the notion may be 
classed as Utopian, in the sense of being im- 
possible of attainment. Butit cannot be de- 
nied that the best policy would be that which 
keeps such a plan in view @s one that 
should rather be approached nearer to than 
departed further from, The latter course 
would certainly involve additional discom- 
fort, while an approximation towards the 
ideal standard would not only tend to in- 
crease convenience in the present but les- 
sen vastly the work to be done in achieving 
a radical reform in the tuture when such is 
imperatively demanded by the deepening ne- 
cessities of the case. . 


SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS AND PURE DRINK- 
ING WATER. 

From the moment when the single taxers 
first iusisted that the money which will be 
‘expended ip cutting the channel across the 
Chicago divide, to prevent the pollumon of 
the drinking water of the residents of the 
sanitary district by sewage, should be raised 
by special assessments on the lots and lands 
in the district, Taz TareuNnz has steadily 
fought their false ideas. It has said again 
and again that where the result of the ex- 
penditure of a given sum was ap immediate 
and permanent improvement in the value 
of certain property the cost of the work 
should be defrayed by an assessment on that 
property; but that where money was ex- 
pended for something which was for the in- 
discrimate benefit of individuals the expense 
should be met by a general tax. 

That position has never been controverted. 
No one has ventured to say that the money 
for supporting the schools or the Police De- 
partment should . be raised by special assess.

wet. Since these lands are specially bene- [ 
fited they will be specialiy assessed. But 
there the use of that method of raising 
money willcéase. Allother expenses must 
be covered by a geveral tux. Whatever the 
Supreme Court may decide regarding the 
bill, it-is impossible to believe with the argu- 
ments before them the Judgea will decide 
that the trustees cannot levy taxes and sell 
bonds, but can raise the money by special as- 
sessments alone on property already drained. 


RELIGION V8, THEOLOGY. 
contributed a paper to the current number of 
the Arena upon the subject, “What Is Ke- 
hgion?’ He draws a distinct line of demar- 
kation between theology and religion. 

_ This distinction has never been kept clearly 
enough in view; on the otner hand, religion 
and the@logy have been so long used as syno- 
nyms that they are ordinarily accepted as 
identical, but nothing could- be more incor- 
rect. Mr. Browne draws the difference be- 
tween them in his remark that “religion is 
technically thought to refer to the, feelings 
and conduct of man towards God; theology to 
the existence and nature of Gad and his rela- 
tions to man.” In other words, religion is 
the normal rule of life and divine in 
ite origin. Theology is ® speculation 
upon the’ characteristics of the ruler of the 
universe and his relations to mau. Religion 
was enunciated by Jesus Christ and is a 
simple, plain statement not of theological 
speculation but of morality. Theology, 
Browne contends, was invented by the 
Freneh scholastic Abélard, who reduced 
Christianity to a science, and is an attempt 
fo think the unthinkable and to explain the 
unexplainable, which has never added any- 
thing to the truth; on the ower hand, has 
only complicated and obscured it. There is 
moré religion in the sermon on. the mount or 
the golden rule, for instance, thanin all the 
writings of the so-called fathers from Atha- 
nasius to Calvin or from Origen'to Leo XIIL, 
and yet the confusion of the two 
has always continued. It is not un- 
common even now for the enemies of 
the Church, even Mr. Ingersoll makes the 
mistake, to set forth the wars and cruelties 


that have been practiced in the name of re-: 


ligion whenin reality. they have been prac- 
ticed in the name of theology, and have been 
ashe outcome not of religion but of theolog- 
ical differences. The old adage, “ believe as 
I door be damned ” does not mean “ believe 
as I do religiousiy,’’ for all men Believe alike 
religiously, but it, means “ accept the dog- 
mas of my polemical theology or be damned.”’ 
Any man can be religious without theology, 
but a belief in theology alone d not make 
him better or worse, though it will be strange 
if it does not harm his religion and blunt his 
religious sense. 

Mr. Browne would evidently do away with 
theology by doing away with the Church, 
but heis not an acute observer if he does 
not see that the Church itseif ia; ravidiy do- 
ing away with formal theology. He has not 
noted the signs of the times in the Presby- 
terian, hitherto the most™ theological, and in 
the Episcopalian, hitherto the most exclusive 
of churches. He has failed to see the leaven 
that is working even in the Roman Catholic 
Church. The trend of the Christian world 
is away from theology and towards 
religion. It is constantly growing less nar- 
row and intolerant and more liberal, enlight- 
ened, and generous, Theology is not only 
greatly modified but itis inevitably doomed. 
It will pass away just as surely as astrology 
and other clogies of the middie ages have 
passed away, and men will come eut iato the 
clearer regions of truth and duty and see 
more clearly when they are no longer bilind- 
ed and confused by dogmas, There is a great 
spiritual evolution going on ai when it 
reaches its consummation churches and war- 
ring sects will realize how much simpler and 
more beautiful, grander and more reasonable 
is the religion of Jesus the Christ than the 
theology of Abéiard or of Cuivin. 


PREDICTIONS OF TORNADOES. 

A Louisville dispatch says that “the 
cyclone was predicted by tne signal service 
bulletin Thursday afternoon, but no heed was 
paid to its warning.” The term “tornado” 
should be substituted for “cyclone,” since 
storms of the former class were the ones so 
explicitly predicted by the signal service for 
the very sections which wére swept by the 
fierce winds only a few hours later. No atten- 
tion was paid at Louisville or elsewhere to’ 
the announcement shat tornadoes were prob- 
able, but it is safe to say that if the signal 
service soon again has occasion to predict 
destructive storms in the West greater heed 
will be given the warning: People can at 
least avoid gathering in crowds in amuse- 
ment halls. The great loss of liferin Louis- 
ville was at the, falls. City Hall, which was 
crowded at the time the storm struck it. In 
many cases where dwellings were destroyed 


the occupants all escaped injury, but there | 
were few survivors among those in the crowd | 


which filled the wrecked public hall. Had 


that building been empty when the tornado | 
struck it the death list at Louisville would be |

| usually moves toward the southeast. This 
storm will often blow down houses and throw 
trains of cars from the track, but it levels 
obstacles, whereas the do drives tim- 
bers, etc., into the ground like stakes in 4 
manner showing the direction. and fearful 
strength of its revolving momon. 

The facts stated above are about all which 
even the most enthusiastic meteorologists 
claim to be established in respect to torna- 
does. Nearly every tornado destroys some 
cmnforting theory. A few years ago many 
believed that tornadoes would not visit large | 


| cities or come near great bodies of water or 


even large rivers. The tornadoes at Kansas 
City, Racine, and Louisville dispose of these 
theories, The notion that the sites which 
Indians selected for their villages are exempt 
from the ravages of tornadoes will probably 
notlast long. Fortunately, however, genuine 
tornadoes are comparatively rare, and there 
seems good ground for the belief that the 
signal service will be able to predict them 
with increasing accuracy, and they wil! thus 
be rendered much less destructive to life.

The women, young 
and old, are members of some woman's college, 
ané the method adopted is that of a good old- 
fashioned class-meeting, where each sister in 
turn is asked to ** give her experience” (under a 
bond of strict secre>y all around, doubtless) ana 
to state, for the benefit of Mr. Allen and seci- 
ence, why she hag never married, and what are 
her views on maternity. The discussion must be 
highly entertaining to Mr. Alien and his friends, 
who are never weary of pointing out 
woman's chief defect as a ilogician— 
viz: the deducing of a general principle 
from a personal experience. The discussion 
surely should not be left in such a “neutral” 
state, and it becomes the evident duty of some 
one of these “depiorable accidents,” some 
“aged, unsexed spinster,” some one of these 
“Gulled and spiritiess epicene automata,” 
doomed to “ teaching the higher mathematics or 
some other equally angular employment,” to say 
aitew words not on the “neutral” side of the 
question. 

The pessimistic wail which Mr. Allen period- 
ically sends up over what he declares to be a 
growing evil of the age—viz.: the tendency 
“among educated women to eschew marriage” 
—and the consequent depletion and decay of the 
race ought certainly to move all feminine hearts 
to pity. And doubtless it would and we should 
see ali of these “deplorable accidents *’ dropping 
the insignia of their employments and 
rushing frantically into the streets and 
public places praying to be made wives 
and mothers for the benefit of posterity, did they 
not know that Mr. Alien’s pessimistic wail is a 
false alarm, and that this highly felicitous social 
condition (from Mr. Allen's standpoint) would 
be fraught with perils to the highest needs of the 
race. Students of social statistics know full 
well that the question with which they have to 
deal is notan impending depletion of the race, 
but on the other hand how we are to devise 
means by which the thousands of children who 
are every year thrown upon society more than 
fatheriless and motheriless ure to be fed, clothed, 
and educated tor citizenship. 

Mr. Allen's conclusion is the same assertion 
with which he begins, an assertion unsubstan- 
tiated by fact, spiritual, moral, or physical— 
vz. that every woman ought to marry. 
From the Christian or moral standpoint 
certainly no consistent advocate of 
Pauline philosophy will make this assertion. 
We may say here, however, that the unblushing 
earnestness with which certain dignitaries quote 
Paul as en euthority against the admission of 
women to the higher positions in church work, 
and try to impress women with the idea that the 
supreme duty of every woman is to become a wife 
ana mother, and somehow ifadvertently forget to 
quote what Paul has said against marnage, is 
certainly highly edifying to some ‘‘advancea” 
sisters Who are beginning to think that if we 
must take a part of Paul's utterances as law and 
gospel forgwomen, for all succeeding centuries, 
we ought to be consistent and take all 

From a physical or scientific standpoint the 
assertion is equally without the slighest basis in 
facts. Itrequires no lomec to prove that the 
world has already too many children born of 

sickly mothers—mothers made invalids by ac- 
quired or inherited disease, What the race 
needs is not more children but stronger, bealth- 
ier children, born of strong, healthy mothers, 
But Mr. Alien proposes to bring this about by 
putting an end to the higher education of wom- 
en and marrying off these ‘‘deplorable acci- 
dents” at once and insuring the rapid extinction 
of this “epicene” species. This, Mr. Allen as- 
sures us, will lift the burden, as he claims, from 
the mothers who are now compelled to have 
large families in order to prevent the depletion 
of the race. Mr. Allen proposes to regulate the 
domestic economy so that each woman will be 
**burdened” by only four children, Now, in 
the first place, Mr. Allen proposes to 
begin his reform on the wrong side 
of the question. A little careful study 
of domestic history will prove to him that the 
necessity (to use his expression) for the women 
to bear large families of children is not at all 
caused by the failure of their ‘ epicene”’ sisters 
to marry. Ab, no! If Mr. Allen should compii- 
ment one of these “burdened"’ mothers upon 
her heroic endeavor to prevent the depletion of 
the race and to offset the unwomanly shirking of 
duty by her “abnormal ”’ sisters, she would stare 
at him in open-eyed, open-mouthed wonder. A 
littie careful study of domestic sconomy would 
prove to bim that if every woman in the world 
were married these “overburdened’’ mothers 
would still continue to bear just as large famil- 
ids, and this, too, without any reference to the 
depiction or repletion of the race. Mr, 
Allien might possibly succeed, however, 
im lifting these “burdens” by inducing 
the United States Congress to establish 
@ penal code for these offenses. Should 
this happen, permit us to suggest that so long 
as women are not permitted to serve as jurors 
in eases pertaining to women, and since such of- 
fenses would be clearly offenses for which fathers 
would be at least equally responsibie and liable 
to punishment, permit us to suggest that men, 
and not women, shall be held responsible by the 
law, by public opision, and by Mr. Allen. 

But before defrauding art of so much valuable 
time permit us to suggest to Mr. Allen that he 
should first inquire how many of these mothers 
really consider their children “burdens.” He 
might begin his catechising by asking the most 
“advanced” womanof all, the queenly octo- 
genarian head and front of the “woman ques- 
tion,”’ if she considers her seven children ™ bur- 
dens.”’

And we do well 
to be angry, for virility 1s the keynote of all that is 
most forcible im the masculine character, Women 
ought to glory in their femininity. A woman 
ought to be ashamed to say she has fio desire to 
become a wife and mother.” Mr Alien here

mother a never-lailing evidence of essential 
womanhood, There is many a man whose brute 
virility is unrelieved by a single spark of essen- 
tial manhood and where possible fatherhood is 
@ perpetual menace to society. And, similariy,

sire to be s husband and futher; but where was 
the “essential manhood *”’?

. « » Moreover, this total Gisparity of 700,000, 
including babies, lunatics, and widows, is a dis- 
parity on a gross population of something more 
than thirty-five millions. Looking these figures 
straight in the face we find the actual propor- 
tion to be as -172 males to 179 females. .. . 
Out of every hundred women, roughly speaking, 
ninety-six have husbands provided by nature, 
and only four need go inte & Runnery or take to 
teaching the higher mathematics.” 

The first failacy that at once strikes the eye 
of the reader is how we aré tO ascertain who are 
the four foreordained to the nunnery or mathe- 
matics. Anticipating his critics, he attempts to 
dispose of this by an assertion which he does 
not attempt to prove by argument or statistics. 
He says: “ ‘But we can’t know beforehand,’ 
say the advocates of this manhish training. 
‘which women sre going to’be married and 
which are to be spinsters.’ Exactly so. And, 
therefore, you sacrifice the many to the few, the 
potential wives to the possible ‘lady lecturers.’ 
You sacrifice the race to a handful of barren ex- 
perimenters. It (this‘maonish train- 
ing’) attempts to override the natural distinc- 
tion of the sexes and to make women men, in 
all but virility.”” Mr. Allen does not attempt 
here or anywhere s6ise to prove wherein 
an education that does not unsex men 
and deprive them of their masculinity can unsex 
women and deprive them of their femininity: He 
does not attempt to show here or elsewhere how 
an education that clearly. does not deprive men 
of their desire to become husbands and fathers 
can deprive women of their desire to become 
wives and mothers. Assertions are not proofs. 
When he states that in * both England and 
America the women of the cultivated classes are 
becoming unfit to be wives and mothers,’’ he 
simply makes an assertion, evidently based upon 
&@ personal prejudice—an assertion which he no- 
where attempts to prove by facts or statistics. 
Mr. Alien’s logic in statistics is, we are happy to 
say, not the product. of. a feminine mind. His 
astounding assertion that ** there are not 700,000 
more women than men, but 700,000 more females 
than males in the United Kingdom ’’—and that 
** these 700,000 females include infants in arms, lu- 
natics, Sisters of Charity, and ladies of 80"—is a 
specimen of masculine logic worthy of a Greek 
sophist. He evidently believes that the un- 
sophisticated female mind will at once compre- 
bend that all the males in the United Kingdom 
are adults. Where are enumerated the male in- 
fants 11 arms, the male lunatics end imbeciles, 
the males unfitted for marriage by deformity 
and the accidents of war or other misfortunes? 
The formula reads therefore as follows: There 
are 700,000 more females, including infants in 
arms, lunatics, Sisters of Charity, uofortunates, 
and ladies of 80, than there are males, inelud- 
ing infaats in arms, iunatics, imbeciles,. and 
males unfitted for marriage by deform- 
ity or accidents of war or other mishaps. 
And in this formula, moreover, we have not men- 
tioned that much larger class to which Mr. Alien 
is careful not to allude—viz.: the thousands of 
convicts, gamblers, drupkertds, and menof im- 
pure lives, who will fail tofind wives among 
these “ cultivated classes’ of women in England 
and America, even though aided by Mr. Allen's 
forceful logic and his despairing wail over a 
threatened depletion of the race, 

The theory that woman is only a sex 1s not at 
all original with Mr. Allen or Prof. Goldwin 
Smith. The ancient Egyptians held the same 
doctrine and taught also that man only was im- 
mortal. It is only 200 years ago, indeed, that a 
certain Samuel Sewall picked up ® suitabiy 
religious book to read .at the bedside of 
his sick daughter, and his eye fell 
upon this pious and highly edifying 
question: ‘‘Are there now, or will there be at 
the resurrection, any females in Heaven, since 
there seems to be no need of them there?’ Mr. 
Alien and Prot, Goldwin Smith would see no 
reason to write as did Mr. Sewall another “ Ta- 
litha Cumi, or an invitation to women to look 
after their inheritence in the Heavenly Man- 
sions.” 

Meanwhile, notwithstanding Mr. Allen's pes- 
simistic wailing, there is siill “ marriage and 
giving in marriage,” and the race is stili ** multi- 
plying and increasmg upon the face of the 
earth’’ faster than orphan asylums and found- 
lings’ homes can be built, and the women whom 
Mr. Allep honors by such euphonious titles as 
“ Woman-Question agitators " (capitals, we sup- 
pose, to show the explosive state of Mr. Allen's 
mind), “unsexed women,” “aged, sexless 
spinsters,” “deplorable accidents," *“abnor- 
malities,” “defeminized women,” and “dull 
and spiritiess epicene automata” are 
working on serenely and  contentedly 
and smiling now and then at Mr. Allen's distress 
on their account, They are filled with gratitude 
beyond expression when they read his chivalrous 
exhortation to his brothers: “We ought, of 
course, frankly to recognize the existence of this 
deplorable accident; we ought for the moment to 
make things as easy as possible for her; we 
ought to remove ali professional barriers, to 
break down the absurd jealousies and prejudices 
of men, to give her fair play, and, if possibie, a 
little more than fair play in the struggle for 
existence. So much our chivalry ought to make 
obligatory upon us. That we should try to 
handicap her heavily In the race for life is a 
shame to our manhood,” Could there be more 
delightful chivalry! Could there be a more lib- 
eral, generous, high-tonea manhood! 

Mr. Allen's logic an@ chivalry are only paral- 
leled by the suggested morality of his social phi- 
losophy: “Whether we have wives or not—and 
that isa point about which I, for one,am su- 
premely unprejudiced—we must at least have 
mothers.” The morsel of all of which is that the 
time has sed when women receive as law and 
gospel that they hear from press, pulpit, or 
rostrum, and that in these daysa fallacy must 
travel with a little swifter speed than the his- 
toric tortoise, cise it will be surely caught by 
some ‘“‘abnormality”™” for an hour’s amusement 
upon her dissecting table.

It may be interesting to recali' the circum- 
stances which led to the appointment of Alfred 
Tennyson as a preeedent for what may now 
take place at any time without mach prelimi- 
nary notice. Upon the death of Wordsworth 
the official fnends of various poets, Who also 
happened to have political influence with Sir 
Robert Peei, then Prime Minister, made appli- 
cation for their protégés in due form, with ac- 
companying specimens -of poetic literature. 
Tennyson was not regarded as “in the running.” 
His Cambridge friend, Mr. Monckton Milnes, 
afterwards Lord Houghton, was convinced that 
Tennyson was the one man in England worthy 
of representing the highest poetical temper of 
the nation. Accordingly Mr. Milnes wrote to 
the Premier inclosing two poems, “ Ulysses” 
and “Locksley Hail.” Sir Robert had 
been a “double-first’ at Oxford, and, as thor- 
oughly imbued with the classic spirit, was simply 
captured by “‘ Ulysses ’* on sight. The tone of op- 
timism in “ Locksley Hall,”’ evolved after much 
storm and stress from the inner consciousness 
of a love-lorn young man who, through all his 
absurdities, caught noble visions of human hap- 
viness widely diffused, appealed doubtless to 
the intellect and conscience of a great states- 
man whose crowning glory consisted in having 
cheapened the price of bread. 

Alfred Tennyson was, accordingly, appoint- 
ed Poet Laureate. A judgment, probably 
final, has long since been passed upon 
his place in literature by not only the 
English-speaking races, but by all im every 
country and class whose education qualified 
them to apprehend the power and beauty of 
high thoughts nobly expressed. With how true 
an instinct did Monckton Milnes select his two 
favorite poems! The companion of Achilles, 
Agamemnon, and Nestor has outlived ail his 
friends and those ‘‘goas” with whom he fought 
on “the ringing plains of windy Troy.” But 
time and fate have no terrors for him. After all 
his wanderings he continue to ‘‘follow 
knowledge like a sink star” beyond the ut- 
most bound of all the world, and, with the 
gayety of one of Queen Elizabeth's ocean rovers, 
he appeals to his mariners, “who ever with a 
frolic fancy took the sunshine end the storm.” 
Here is eternal hape, the parent of 
eternal energy, just as we see s'milar in- 
fluences at work under different conditions in the 
hero of “ Locksley Hall,” who, after a tumult of 
conflicting emotions, sees an inspiring “ vision 
of the world and all the wonder that would be.” 

It is unnecessary at this time of day to say a 
word about the character of Tennyson's poetry. 
Like the later Horace the Englishman sings for 
boys and girls; although in such works es the 
“Two Voices,” “Tithonus,” and “ Lucretius ” 
he has dealt more lumiueusiy than agy modern 
poet with the darkest riddies of ail time. He has 
written upon all subjects under the rational re- 
straints .imposed by Angio-Saxon  civil- 
ization. He has written no poem 
which is calculated to weaken moral 
sanctions or to detract from the importance of 
virtuous living at. in invaluable working hy- 
pothesis. He has added immeasurably to our 
possessions of beauty, harmony, strength, dig- 
nity, and graciousness. : 

It is characteristic of the wide sympathies of 
Mr. Gladstone that, altheugh he regards Tenny- 
son as ranking in English literature next to 
Shakspeare and Milton, he is not afraid to say 
that Mr. Swinburne, in sheer acknowledgment 
of his genius as a poet, ought to be the next 
Laureate. Itiss wide gulf from Tennyson to 
Swinburne, Does any one except the erotic 
sophomore remembers five es from all the 
poems of vassion ever let upon the pub- 
lie _ this candidate . for the iaurel 
wreath? Which are tthe voems 
which his claim shall be made to 
depend? There is no ** Ulysses,” no “ Locksley 
Hail” involved in their application. But there is 
a poem in which an old man, wiser and more elo- 
quent than the hero who had such platonic love 
for Ithaca and Penelope, whose views of human 
life “grow wider with the process of the suns,"’ 
is represented as the incarnation of treason, ly- 
ing, and hypocrisy. This poem is called “The 
Commonweal. Its themeiis Mr: Gladstone’s al- 
liance with Mr. Parnell. The writer is Mr, 
Swinburne, and the time and place of publica- 
tion were July 1, 1686, on the editorial page of 
the London Zimes. This ‘unionist anthem was 
published just three weeks after the parliament, 
ary debate in which Mr, Gisedstone introduced 
the measure which in his judgment was calcu- 
lated to carry peace and good will to Ireland.
